MUST WEAR DARK CLOTHES 

8trict Rule for Employee* In Factorle* 
Where Work I* Don* 
on Gold. 

Clothes of a light color are not fa- 
vorites where work is doDe on gold. 
In fact. In many such factories a dark 
salt of clothes Is absolutely demand- 
ed, end even a light waistcoat may 
lose a man a Job. The reason for this 
Is that any stray grains of gold that 
may get on the clothing can easily be 
caught on a dark suit, while they 
might get away from the establishment 
if light clothes were worn. 

That such a rule was enforced 
anymg gold workers one man learned 
recently when a Bohemian gold beat- 
er applied to blm for a helping hand. 
The Bohemian said that he had not 
been in this country long, that he had 
had a chance to obtain a good Job at 
bis trade, but that the place had been 
refused him because be turned up 
with a light suit and waistcoat on. 
and they were the only clothes he 
bad. 

The man whom he approached was 
•truck by the story and offered to help 
blm out If It proved true. He went to 
a factory with him and found out that 
the man could have the Job If he pre- 
sented himself within an hour clad In 
the proper clothes. So a suit of de- 
sired kind was obtained for blm and 
sure enough he got the Job. 

_ “You m#y think this U strange," said

the foremnn of the factory, "but It 
means quite a lot to 11 s. Every man’s 
clothing Is carefully examined when he 
lenvcR the place at night und the gold 
Is brushed off whenever we see any 
on his clothing. It Is Impossible to 
hide even tiny grains on a dark back- 
ground. but In the case of a mixed or 
a light suit we might easily lose, quite 
an amouirt of gold, und gold Isu't any- 
thing you want to lose even In small 
quantities.'’ 

Strasbourg to Honor De L'lsla. 

It Is a pleasant detail In the coming 
erection of a memorial at Strasbourg 
to Itouget de I'lsle and hts "Chant de 
guerre de I'armee riu Bhln,” which be- 
came "I.a Murselllalse," that the chair- 
man of the committee In charge bear* 
the name and Is a direct descendant 
of Mayor Dietrich. In whose house the 
song was first sting. Little enough 
when De I'lsle composed it did he fore- 
see either that his song would provide 
Inspiration for a French revolution or 
that time would bring him a perma- 
nent memorial In a Strasbourg that 
had passed out of French possession 
and come back again. The author him 
self suffered both by loss of hi* com- 
mission and by Imprisonment, first be- 
cause the adoption of his soug by the 
Revolution made him suspected of rev- 
olutionary beliefs by what power still 
remained to the older government, and 
later because his lack of enthusiasm 
for the revolution made him an oh 
Ject of an attack by the new leaders. 


IRELAND PROSPERED IN WAR 

Bank Depoaits Increased From $300,- 

000,000 to $450,000,000 Since 
1914. 

Dublin. — Increasing prosperity dur- 
ing the last half year Is shown by 
Irish bank reports. The dividends 
paid to shareholders vary from 18 to 
7 per cent. Since the war began the 
deposits in the Irish bunks have In- 
creased from $300,000,000 to $450,000,- 
000, notwithstanding that Interest on 
deposits Is much smaller than that ob- 
tainable from war loans. A grout deal 
of Irish money went Into the war 
loans. The increase of the money 
available In spite of increased taxation 
Is a measure of the effect of the war 
on Irish prosperity. 

Sacred Ark of the Covenant. 

The Ark of the Covenant wus the 
sacred chest which the Lord directed 
Moses to make 4o contain the tubles 
of the law which he hud received on | 
Mt. Sinai. It was four aud one- ha If 
feet long, two und one-fourth feet wide 
and two und one-fourth feet high. It 
was covered within und without with 
gold and was carried by staves Insert- I 
ed In rings oo the corners. This Ark 
of the Covenunt was the most sacred 
possession of the Israelites. It was 
placed in the holy of holies in the 
tabernacle and later In a similar po- 
sition In Solomon's temple. 


Porpoise Killed Shark. 

How a bottle-nosed dolphin, a por 
poise commonly called the sealing, 
slew a 0-foot shark, Is described by 
Galveston (Texas) fishermen, who say 
they witnessed the killing from the 
causeway which connects Gulveston Is- 
land with the mainland. 

The seuhog, according to the hooks, 
Is a “most sociable and gregarious fish," 
but these fishermen declared there was 
nothing sociable about this dolphin. 
When the shark was within a ftAv feet 
of the porpoise the fishermen suw the 
seahog charge, a gray streak In the 
water. It struck the shark squarely 
amidships, they declare, ripped It open 
and then tore the body Into pieces. 

The theory of the fishermen Is that 
the porpoise fought to protect Its 
single young oue, which the shurk was 
menacing.

Lord Derby 
won his own race in 1787 with S.r 
Peter Teazle, numed thus In honor of 
bis wife, who was Miss Furren. und 
was acting us Lady Teazle In “The 
School for Scandal" wjieo Lord Derby 
saw her for the first time. Little could 
Lord Derby have imagined that by 
the time of his grandson -the prime 
minister of the early part of Queen 
Victoria’s reign - the Derby would be 
the o.cuslon of u national festival.

Well Recognized That Ownership 
Makes for Highly Desired Stabil- 
ity of Character. 

Man’s greatest business In life Is the 
business of living. And nothing con- 
tributes so much to the sueeess of 
this business ns does good housing. 
Civilization ts built up on this Idea. 
The most progressive and civilized na- 
tions have been best housed. 

Today the Industrial value of home 
ownership is well recognized. It de- 
velops a pride, n Relf-rcspcrt, n sta- 
bility of character that makes the 
home owner the man to be desired. 

The man who cun snve and achieve 
n real haven to house Ills business of 
living tins something that differenti- 
ates him from those not so fortunate. 
His credit Is better, lie Is more highly 
regarded by the community, and lie Is 
the desirable citizen. 

Most homes must be built on lonns. 
As handled In the past, llie mortgage 
has been pictured n home wrecker, n 
dreaded something to harass a man’s 
old age. 

Today the tendency Is toward amor- 
tization, which Is a gradual paying off 
of the principal so that In time the 
home will be free and clear. Amor- 
tization removes the only drawback 
to the ownership of n home. Whereas 
It Is hard to snve $4,000 to pay off 
In a lump sum, It Is easy to pay $33 a 
month for ten years, plus $20 Interest 
charges, which lntter decreases every 
month. How many of us have bought 
things on the partial payment plan, 
meeting the payments easily, and 
meanwhile enjoying the luxury of pos- 
session?

Just so It is with a home. And pro- 
vided It is located right, one or two 
rooms can lie rented that will cut the 
monthly payments In half. That fea- 
ture alone has proved the deciding 
fnctor with ninny who desire to he n 
real success In the business of living. 

But this home should he built to 
Inst, to he In ns good condition when 
the payments are finished ns when 
they are stnrted. That means spend- 
ing money where It doesn’t show — for 
n year or so. It means good plumb- 
ing, good heating, good, sound timber 
framed by a builder worthy of trust, 
by a mnn whose bid may not he the 
lowest, but whose bid Is based on the 
kind of construction that will cause 
the home to stand up bravely against 
the elements, n real haven for the 
business of living. 

PLANT FLOWERS AND TREES 

Now Is the Best Time to Plan and 
Work on the Improvement of the 
Homs Grounds. 

The nppeurnnee of the liofne hns 
much to do with Its utility ns well as 
Its henuty. A home where there are 
flowers, trees, lawn, etc., seems more 
comfortable tliun where these things 
are absent. Such n home Is always 
more satisfying, and tlint of course is 
a quality of utility. 

F'nll Is a good time to Improve the 
yard, lawn and general appearance of 
the home. Lnte fall Is a favorable 
time to transplant many biennials and 
perennluls. Itoses, “the queen of flow- 
ers,’’ may be set; other shrubs may he 
transplanted; violets, bulbs of various 
kinds, sweet peas, etc., may be sturted 
for early spring blossoms. 

A little time given to the yard and 
lawn now will be worth much to the 
appearance of your home next spring. 
Look over the yurd and see what Im- 
provements can be made. Doubtless 
you will find that much can he done 
to make your home more attractive.

This hu* brought ubout nil In- 
creasing national consciousness that 
every fumlly should be provided with 
u habitation meeting at leust the mini- 
mum requirements of sanitation and 
decency. Many soldiers who were 
reured In city slums have returned 
with more persona) dignity and no 
longer will stand for their former 
homes. They are persuudlng their 
families to remove to better neighbor- 
hood*. 

Flower* a* Barometer*. 

Many flowers are said to he excel- 
lent barometers. For Instance, It I* 
when the blooms of dundellons have 
seeded and are in the fluffy, feathery 
condition, that the weather-prophet 
faculties come to the fore. In fine 
weather the ball expand* to the full, 
but when the rain approaches It shut* 
up like an umbrella. If tbe weather la 
Inclined to be showery, It keep* shut 
all the time, only opening when the 
danger from the wet 1* puaaed.

HINTS FOR THE HOMEMAKER. 

A useful nrttcle for the kitchen la a 
amnll microscope. One may he In- 
formed aa to the condi- 
tion of many th Infra 
which do not show up to 
the natural eye. Pntes, 
lifts, rnlslna, as well aa 
cerenls, are safest exam- 
ined with a stronger lens 
than that of the eye. 
Such foods mny he re- 
turned at once when 
found to be unfit. 

A rubber plant should be' wnshed 
with milk once or twice a month. This 
will keep the leaves glossy and hand- 
some. 

Save the discarded tooth-brushes 
and old underwear for cleaning and 
polishing sliver. A clean, dry brush Is 
the best kind of a cleaner to brush the 
whiting from chased silver. Use the 
soft underwear for the linrd rubbing, 
and finish the polishing with u cham- 
ois skin. 

If sliver Is rubbed nfter a soapy bnth 
with a chamois skin, once a week, the 
hard cleaning will not need to be done 
so often. 

The French way of making tough 
meat tender Is one worth remember- 
ing: Lay the stenk In a marinade of 
three tnblespoonfuls of olive oil and 
one and one-half of vinegar; let stand 
four hours on Ice, turning frequently 
to be sure tlint both sides are treated 
then broil ns usual. 

When cooking n pudding either hy 
steam or In boiling water, take enre 
to replenish the water by boiling water, 
or the pudding will fall or be soggy. 

A cut lemon dipped In salt or bath- 
brick mnkos a tine cleaner for copper 
or brnss. It Is also good to remove 
stnlns from the coffee and tea pots. 

A nice laundry bag mny be made of 
two bordered towels, using a draw- 
string at the top. For holding scraps 
and pieces, a circular bag, which may 
be laid out flat on the floor will be 
found convenient, ns then any bundle 
can be quickly found. 

A good tonic which may be brewed 
at home is sassafras tea. Tills is an 
old remedy used by our grandmothers, 
and one which Is perfectly reliable. 
Steep a smull hnndful of sassafras 
root by covering with a quart (ft boil- 
ing water. Strain and drink half a 
cupful night and morning. It purifies 
the blood and nets as a tonic.

AN EVERYDAY LUNCHEON. 

If the wenther Is cool, a bowl of nice 
stenmlng hot soup Is alwnys a good 
beginning for n 
luncheon ; then a 
broiled whiteflsil, 
wlfh creamed po- 
tatoes; an apple 
salad, prepared 
from tart apples; 
celery, a few nuts 
and a good sulud 
dressing; then n simple dessert, like 
musk melon, poaches and cream with 
a cooky, or a small sponge cake with 
a dish of sliced bananas. 

A good dish which will make a main 
dish and Is very filling Is: 

Codfish Chowder. — Cut In dice a 
quarter of a pound of suit pork; fry 
until brown, then ndd three to six 
sliced onions; stir and cook until light- 
colored ; udd twice the amount (>L 
sliced potatoes, und water to cover; 
cook until the vegetuhles are soft, then 
add a half pound of shredded and par- 
boiled codfish, a half-dozen milk crack- 
ers which have been softened by pour- 
ing boiling wuter over them, a quart 
of milk and salt and pepper to taste. 
Serve In bowls, very hot, with u 
cracker on top of each. Fresh fish may 
be used tn this chowder. Add the fish, 
cooked until tender, or It may be add- 
ed about twenty minutes before the 
dish Is ready to serve. Too long cook- 
ing of the fish will make It tasteless. 

Corn and Rice Muffins. — Take two 
cupfuls of buttermilk, one cupful of 
cornmeal, one teaspoonful of soda, a 
pinch of salt, half a cupful of cream 
and half a cupful of boiled rice. Mush 
the rice; ndd a pinch of suit, and the 
creum, an egg well beaten and the but- 
termilk mixed wltb the soda, then the 
meal. Hake in buttered uiutllu tins lu 
a quick oven. 

Banana Puffs. — Tuke one cupful of 
augur, a tablespoonful of butter, one 
cupful of flour, a teaspoonful of buk- 
Ing powder, three well beaten eggs 
uuc^mllk te make a drop batter — about 
a quarter of a cupful. Mix and stir is 
three sliced bananas and till buttered 
custard cups; steam one hour and 
serve with a lemon sauce. 

Lemon Sauce. — Tuke half a cupful 
of sugar, the Juice and rind of a lemon, 
a tubicgpuonful of batter and a quar- 
ter of a papful of water; cook until 
soft, adding an egg, well beaten, by 
pouring the cooked mixture over the 
•gg. stirring constantly. Serve Lot.

FOOD FOR COOLER WEATHER. 

Fall has brought hack the oystet 
from hla salty vacation, and now 
comes the game 
tlint makes these 
days the favorite 
In the epicure’s 
cnlendnr. Simplic- 
ity Is the keyuote 
In cookery these 
days ; there Is not 
a gnme bird or 
fish that will he Improved In flavor hy 
stuffing, or the addition of many sea- 
sonings. The charm of any dish Is to 
keep Its characteristic flnvor, accen- 
tuating It, not covering it with seaaon- 
Ings. The old-fashioned method of 
stuffing all kinds of fowl and game Is 
no longer considered desirable by the 
best diners. 

Duck may be Improved by the addi- 
tion of an onion, a bunch of celery or, 
ns some Southern cooks do, put nn 
oyster In a small bird before broiling 
or baking. 

Wild gnme that lacks fnt Is some- 
times wrapped In slices of bacon, 
fastening them with toothpicks If the 
bird Is small, or placing a slice over 
the breast of n large bird. 

For the smnll birds a nicely toasted 
square of broad Is the best pedestal 
on which to place the tiny morsel of 
dellclousness. The toast should al- 
ways be well buttered and soft, with 
the cAists removed. Water cress l! 
one of the nicest of garnishes, nnd a 
salad of sliced oranges on water cresi 
served with French dressing Is the 
salad pur excellence to serve wltb 
duck. 

Those acquainted with only the cul- 
tivated mushroom do not realize the 
rare flavor of the field variety. They 
are found in abundance until the frost 
Comes to kill them. It Is better to buy 
them In the market, gathered by some 
one who Is reliable, than to risk being 
poisoned. 

The Held mushroom Is delightful 
'when simply cooked In a little butter, 
with salt and pepper for seasoning— 
Home like a. bit of cream ; then serve 
them on toast. 

Mushrooms make a better suppei 
dish than an earlier meal, as they re- 
quire little ns an accompaniment nnd 
are much better enjoyed thnn when 
confused with the muny Items of a 
more elaborate repast.

PICKLING TIME. 


Don't fall to put up a small Jar of 
the good old wutermelon pickles, for 
there 

over night In salt 
wuter. Make a simp of four pounds 
of sugar, two tablespoonfuls of ground 
cinnamon, one teaspionful of ground 
cloves and two quarts of vinegar. Tie 
the spices In u bag. Pbur the hot sirup 
over the drained melon rind ; let stand 
24 hours. Helmut the nlrup four morn- 
IngR, then cover tor winter use. 

Tomatoes Canned. — 'fake one gnllon 
of water, one cupful of suit, und bring 
to the boiling point, then drop In whole 
tomatoes, previously peeled, und cook 
until well scuhled through. Place In 
cans, using a skimmer to drain off the 
brine. The Juice of the tomatoes will 
make liquid enough to cover them, und 
the brlue mny be used for any number 
of tomatoes. 

Not Conserve. — Take two pints of 
yrupe Juice, two pounds of sugar, four 
oranges sliced thin, the Julc> and grat- 
<*1 rind of a lemon, one and one-third 
(nurds of chopped raisins, two-thirds 
c J n pound of chopped walnuts, one- 
fourth of a pound of chopped filberts. 
Dissolve the sugur In the J’qlce, add 
the other Ingredients and simmer for 
one hour, or until a thick marmalade 
Is formed. 

Pickled Onion*. — Select small sllver- 
sktnffeff onions ; put them In fi brine, 
after peeling carefully. Let stuud 
three days in a brine that will float an 
egg. Drain and place In a Jar. first a 
layer of onions three Inches deep, then 
a layer of horseradish, a sprinkling of 
cinnamon, cloves and cayenne or, bet- 
ter, chopped red pepper; repeat until 
the Jkr Is full. Cover with vinegar, 
brought to th<* bolting point ; add one 
capful of brown sugar to a quart of 
the vinegar. Pour hot over the onions, 
aud seal.

Care of the Hair. 

Women who have not the time op 
money to take ttoalp treatments can 
do about as much for themselves ns 
a specialist can do for them In the 
treatment of ordinary hair troubles. 
Ten minutes’ attention given to the 
hair and Bcnlp each day 1 h more bene- 
ficial than Infrequent professional 
treatments. The remedies for the 
usual scalp and hair dlfllcnltles are 
simple and Inexpensive. It Is regu- 
lar and persistent cure that enn be 
depended on to repay the effort. 

Cleanliness requires n shnmpoo at 
Intervals of two to four weeks. If the 
senlp Is healthy and the hair Rtifliclont- 
l.v abundant tills, with a brisk, brief 
brushing Aery yny will keep the hair 
In good condition. 

To Cure Dandruff. 

Take n thimbleful of powdered re- 
fined borax, let It dissolve In n teacup- 
ful of water; first brush the head well, 
and then wet n brush with the solution 
and rub the scalp well with It. Do 
this every day for a week, then twice 
a week, until no trace of dandruff Is 
found. 

To Improve Hair. 

The best shampoo for oily hair and 
dry sculp Is nn egg shampoo, made by 
adding one ounce of cold water to ono 
well-beaten egg; rub mixture well Into 
the scalp and on the hnlr, rinse In 
warm wnter, thai In cold water, dry 
thoroughly, apply a tonic and massnge 
the scalp for ten minutes. Each night 
use a tonic and mussnge for ten min- 
utes. 

Stiff Hair. 

The first remedy for a woman whose 
hair has begun to be stiff Is to experi- 
ment with slightly oily liquids until 
she finds one suitable. A lotion made 
«rom ono tablespoonful of glycerin, 


half a pint of rose water, with tee 
drops of tincture of benzoin added to 
prevent the glycerin becoming rancid, 
Is excellent. 

This mixture should he used after 
the hnlr hns been made ready for 
dressing by removing all the tangles. 
This done, one should put about half n 
tenspoonful of the mixture In the palm 
of the left hand and rub the right Into 
It. With both hands the hnlr Is gent- 
ly rubbed and patted smooth from 
forehead to neck, oiling It, but so 
slightly that the application Is not vis- 
ible. Afterward dressing proceeds In 
the usunl way. Occasionally a woman 
should use a slightly wet brush after 
the oiling. This must not be applied 
every dn.v or the effect of too much 
wnter will he drying. 

Another liquid for the same purpose 
Is made from one-quarter of nn ounce 
of gmn benzoin and four ounces of 
high-proof nlcohol. After the gum Is 
dissolved the liquid Is strained through 
course brown pnper nnd two ounces 
of castor oil and half a dram each of 
oils of geranium nnd bergamot nre 
ndded. This Is put on by the same 
process as wns described nbove. 

Neither of these Is to he regnrded as 
a tonic or used as n substitute, for they 
nre distinctly dressings, nnd the man- 
ner In which they nre put on in no 
wn.v affects the senlp. To feed the 
scalp It Is necessary that whatever la 
put on shall be rubbed into the pores.

New loose coats, of the practical 
top-coat style, the kind a woman slips 
on over her tailored suit, nre to be 
decidedly desirable this coming sea- 
son, for these — many of them, at least 
— will he made with raglan or Bet In 
kimono sleeves.

WEYMOUTH GAZETTE AND TRANSCRIPT

The strike was called by the motor- 
men and conductors themselves, at 
the end of a turbulent meeting, during 
which the men, yielding to the mag- 
netic Influence of Kolb, the oratorical 
agitator, had booed their own ofllciala 
and Jeered at a latter from the baad 
of their national union declaring the 
proposed walkout to be 111 advised, if 
not wholly unjustifiable. "You are be- 
ing aold out!" Kolb had ahouted. And 
somehow he made the men believe 
him. Setting tradition and dlacre* 
tloa alike at defiance, the trolleymen 
streamed out of their hall alight with 
the excitement of ■ fight In which they 
felt, under the spell of Kolb, that they 
were championing the cause of all op- 
pressed workers as well aa their own.

And Glory BlHlr, stepping 
around Burgoyne, who would have de- 
tained her If he could, marched off 
with the air of a duchess — and a lump 
In her throat and ui> ache in her heart 
— for she hud come to be more than 
fond of this tall young fellow, who 
had faced hls altered future with so 
sunny a laugh and so willingly fol- 
lowed the admonition : “Whatsoever 
thv hand flndeth to do." 

The strike had been on a week. The 
coinpuuy was operating. The public 
wus riding when It could. The strik- 
ers, feeling themselves losing ground 
and failing to secure the Indorsement 
of their own national organization or 
of other labor unions, had fallen Into 
an ugly mood. They stood moodily 
about In groups. There was no more 
of the amused railing at Incompetent 
strike breakers. Some of them, com- 
pletely dominated by the ubiquitous 
Kolb, were working themselves up to 
the potut of violence. Sheer stubborn 
pride kept most of the men In line. 
One of these was Ford Burgoyne, who 
bad been harder bit by the*dlsaffectlon 
of Glory Blair than by the loss of hls 
Job. and wbo wus In a somber, pessi- 
mistic truu-e of mind. He felt like 
smashing things. 

Ford was standing, one of a group

Three or fonr gang- 
ster type youths yelled, "Get the 
aklrt P As with one Impulse, half a 
hundred men and boys surged about 
the platform. Th# red-faced man, 
leaping up the steps, salted the small 
figure of the conductor and dragged It 
to the street Some one struck nt the 
strike-breaker over the red-faced 
man’s shoulder — and then Ford Bur- 
goyne came smashing and boring Into 
the crowd with all the grim relentlesn- 
nesa of those football days before 
the gas had got to him. 

“You dirty yellow dogs I” he panted, 
ripping the collar clear off one gang- 
ster’s coat ns he hauled him out of hls 
path and landing a rangy right under 
the red-faced man’s ear at the same 
Instant. “Turn around here and fight 
a man — you woman beaters 1" and an- 
rloter went down for the count. 

The little conductor, freed from her 
assailant’s grip, was reeling, her 
hands to her head, when Ford seized 
her arms, lifted her to the platform 
and, kicking a last ambitious rough off 
the step, rang the starting hell. As 
the car pulled away from the corner 
and out of the Incipient mob, he 
looked down at the little conductor.

GOT GOOD IDEA FROM HUNS 

French Scientist Has Adapted Idea 

Which Made “Big Bertha" For- 
midable to Aerial Travel. 

When the Germans accidentally dis- 
covered that a projectile fired from a 
big Bertha normally designed for a 
range of from 25 to 30 miles would 
achieve a range of about three times 
the normal by simply elevating the 
muzzle so that the projectile would 
travel through the rarefied air In the 
high altitude they unwittingly con- 
tributed an Idea which mny revolu- 
tionize aerial travel. The resistance 
to progress of an object In the upper 
reaches of the air Is very much less 
than In the denser ntinosphere of the 
lower altitudes, but the rarity of oxy- 
gen in the higher altitudes reduces 
the efficiency of the gasoline engine 
by ns much as 50 per cent. 

To overcome this, remarks the Van- 
couver Sun, a French Inventor has at- 
tached an automatic air condenser to 
the exhaust, and air with a normal 
content of oxygen Is thus supplied to 
the engines, which, retaining their 
normal power, drive the plane through 
the rarefied air at a greatly accelerat- 
ed speed. 

It Is now said to be possible, with 
this Improvement, to cross the Atlan- 
tic in one day. 

Spiders Hard to Tame. 

A spider Is one of the hardest < .*ea- 
tures In the world to tume, according 
to scientists who have made the at- 
tempt. They say the Insect hasn’t any 
Idea of time, nnd to seek Its confidence 
one must have unlimited patience 
One scientist, after gaining the confi- 
dence of a spider hy feeding It files, 
sought to test Its senses hy fooling It 
with a piece of meat, the size of a fly, 
rigged up with u fly’s head and wings. 
The spider stopped In Its web, about 
an Inch from the camouflage, and later 
couldn't lie gotten from its nest to 
even look at the thing. Other spiders 
evinced the same wariness, although 
It Is not known whether It wus their 
sense of sight or smell that wus keen- 
est. One scientist destroyed a spider's 
weh and stayed up all night to watch 
It make another, believing It worked 
at night. At 0 a. m. It run out of a 
window without attempting to work 
before hls guze.

I think he is the greatest 
third baseman In the world today. 
He can go and get a hall, he can 
throw, he has line hands and Is smart. 
Then comes Joe Jackson. Jackson is 
hitting .350, and Is liable to bust one 
clean out of the lot. Happy Felsch Is 
hittiug about .200 now, but he Is a 
dangerous factor. Chick Gandll is a 
hard hitter and Is playing wonderful 
ball right now. Don’t let nny shallow 
skulls tell you that Chick Is not a 
good player.

PIC GREAT AMERICAN DESSERT. 

N’o mntfor whnt filling n pin con- 
tains, If the shell or crust Is not flaky, 
rich nml tuaty the pie 
Is n failure. 

A Good Plain Paste. — 
Use one nml one-half 
cupfuls of flour, one-half 
tenspoonful of snlt, six 
tnhlespoonfuls of fat 
and Just cold water 
enough to mix well. Cut 
In the fat with two knives until It Is 
fine nnd well mixed. Reserve a half 
cupful of this mixture nnd add the wn- 
ter to the rest; roll out n piece large 
enough to take the half cupful well 
sprinkled over It, then fold sides to 
the center, then ends to the center, nnd 
cut In halves. Roll out the under 
crust, add the filling and put on the 
thinly rolled upper erust. This method 
gives a very flaky crust with less than 
the usual pastry. 

Mother’s Apple Pie. — Fill the pre- 
pared pastry shell with sliced apples, 
add two nr three tnhlespoonfuls of wa- 
ter nml place the top crust. Rake nnd 
then carefully with a sharp knife cut 
around the crust and remove the top. 
Add sugar, spice,, a tahlespoonful of 
hotter and replace the top. This pie 
will never run over and lose Its sweet- 
ness on the oven bottom. 

Fruit Pie. — Tills plo Is host made 
with fresh fruit, hut a cupful nnd a 
half of currants, raspberries, blueber- 
ries, or, In fact, any kind that has 
been put up uncooked will do. The 
recipe calls for one cupful of crushed 
fruit, one cupful of sugar, two tnhle- 
spoonfuls of flour, the yolks of two 
eggs nnd a little snlt; put Into the 
shell and hake, covering with a me- 
ringue made from the whites. The 
shell may he baked, the fruit cooked, 
then the meringue placed on top nnd 
browned nml the pie Is ready to serve. 
Hither method will result In a good 
pie. 

Ethereal Apple Pie. — Bake .eight 
large tnrt apples and put them through 
r sieve, chill, then add throe-fourths of 
a cupful of sugar and the whites of 
five eggs beaten stiff. Add a pinch of 
snlt to the eggs when beaten. Add to 
the apple nml hake in a buttered pud- 
ding dish. Serve with cream nml 
Rttgar. This shell-less pie will be good 
for those who cannot enjoy pastry.

Bouillabaisse. — 

r ' 1 With us any fish. 

such as cod, fresh 
Y mackerel or any 
fine-grained fish will answer for this 
dish, although originally several sorts 
were generally used. Allow three pounds 
of flshflakes, mince two onions and 
one parsnip rut flue and fry them un- 
til a light brown. Add two large to- 
matoes, a hit of garlic, the Juice of a 
lemon, half a tenspoonful of powdered 
saffron, some sprigs of parsley, and a 
buy leaf. Add one qunrt of boiling wa- 
ter and a cupful of light grape Juice; 
cover closely unil cook 20 minutes. 
Place diced toasted bread In the soup 
tureen, pour In the fish with the soup 
and serve hot. 

Cream of Barley Soup. — Melt two 
tahlespoonfuls of butter In a sauce- 
pun, add two tahlespoonfuls of flour 
and cook three minutes, stirring steud- 
lly. Then add one cupful of pearl 
hurley und cook two minutes. Add 
slowly one pint of boiling water and 
one of milk, stirring until well blend- 
ed and stunner gently for oue hour 
Rub through a sieve, return to the 
heat und udd three pints of chicken 
I stock, and oue tahlespoonful of corn- 
starch mixed with a little cold water. 
Boil up once and serve hot. 

Apple Charlotte, — Peel and core ten 
fine apples and mince them fine. Melt 
two tuhlespoonfuls of butter in a 
saucepan, add one cupful of sugur, the 
grated 'rind of a half u lemon and half 
a tea spoonful of clnnuiuou. Stew In 
this sirup until they are soft. Mash 
fine, add two tuhlespoonfuls of apri- 
cot marmalade and let It cool. Rutter 
a large mold, cut thin strips of bread, 
dip them in melted butter ami Hue a 
mold, letting them lup a little. For 
the bottom lay the strips In the form 
of a star, frill the mold with the pre- 
pared apple, cover with a large slice 
of buttered brood and bake !u a mod- 
I crate oven for 40 minutes. Turn out 
I on a plate and dual with p< vdcro-i 
mgar.

A WILDERNESS OF SWEETS. 

Tortos arc the cakes pnr excellence. 
They are rich In nuts, eggs, nnd 
- crumbs, and when 
carefully made nnd 
baked are espe- 
cially toothsome. 

Walnut Torts.— 
nont the yolks of 
six eggs with one 
cupful of sugar, 
ndd one-fourth of 
a pound of ground 
walnut meats and six grated lady 
fingers, two tnhlespoonfuls of flour 
sifted with one tenspoonful of baking 
powder. Add the Juice ami rind of 
ltnlf n lemon, cut and fold In the 
stifll.v beaten whiten and bake In luy- 
ers In a moderate oven. 

Filling. — Rent one egg yolk, ndd two 
tnhlespoonfuls of sugar, three-fourths 
of a cupful of milk; cook, stirring un- 
til the mixture coat a the spoon; ndd 
three-fourths of a pound of chopped 
walnuts with n tenspoonful of vanilla 
for flavoring ; put between the lay- 
ers nml on top. 

Date Torte. — Rub 10 sliced dates to 
a smooth paste with two tahlespoon- 
fuls of lemon Juice. Beat two whole 
eggs and seven yolks, ndd one nnd 
three-fourths cupfuls of sugar, heat 
well, ndd the dates, three tahlespoon- 
fuls of chocolate, and one teaspoonful 
each of cinnamon nnd nllsplce, nnd n 
cupful of cracker crumbs; stir well 
and fold In the stiffly beaten whites 
of seven eggs. Bake in a large spring- 
erlio form. 

Moss Torte. — Bent ten yolks of eggs 
with one cupful of powdered sugar un- 
til light; add n portion of six ounces 
of finely ground almonds and lastly 
the beaten whites of seven eggs. Bake 
In layers and use sweetened nnd fla- 
vored whipped cream for filling. 

Angel Food. — Beat one cupful of egg 
whites until stiff, adding a quarter of 
a teaspoonful of cream of tnrtar. Sift 
one cupful of sifted flour with one- 
qunrter of a tenspoonful of cream of 
tartar, add one cupful of sugar lightly 
to the beaten whites, a pinch of salt 
nnd a tenspoonful of flavoring; then 
fold In the (lour. Bake In a tube pan 
AO to GO minutes In a moderate oven. 

A layer cake (unless a torte) needs 
n quicker oven than a lonf cake. When 
putting a cake In the pan, especially 
a lonf cake, always leave a depression 
In the center, ns It will rise first there, 
nnd make a hump; this method results 
In a flat, even shnped loaf.

GOOD THINGS FOR THE TABLE. 

In the time of year when chestnuts 
are In season the pudding pnr excel- 
■ lence Is 

Nesselrode Pudding.— 
Make a custard of three 
cupfuls of milk, one nnd 
one-half cupfuls of su- 
gar, one-half tenspoonful 
of salt and four egg 
yolks; cook, strain nnd 
cool ; add one pint of 
thin cream, one-fourth of a cupful o( 
pineapple sirup and one and one-half 
cupfuls of blanched chestnuts cooked 
soft in hulling water and put through 
a sieve. Line a two-quart melon mold 
with part of the mixture; to tho re- 
mainder add ono-hulf cupful of can 
died fruit cut In small pieces, one- 
quarter of n cup of sultuuu raisins und 
eight chestnuts broken In pieces and 
soaked In maraschino sirup for sev- 
eral hours. Fill the mold, cover, pack 
In salt and Ice and let stund two 
hours. Serve with whipped cream fla- 
vored with maraschino sirup. 

Jellied Chicken. — Dress, clean nnd 
cut up u four-pound fowl. Put In u 
saucepan with two slices of onion; 
cover with boiling water and cook 
slowly until the meat falls from the 
hones. When juirtty cooked add a half 
tahlespoonful of suit. Remove the 
chicken, reduce the stock to three- 
fourths of cupful, strain and skltu off 
the fut. Decorate the bottom of the 
mold with parsley and hard-cooked 
eggs, sliced. Puck In the meat, freed 
from skin and bone ami sprinkled with 
suit and pepper. Pour over the stock 
and place the mold under a heavy 
weight. Keep In a cold pluce until 
firm. In warm wenther add a tea- 
spoonful of gelutln to the stock. 

— Take two-thirds 
of a cup of minced chicken, one-third 
of a cupful of minced ham and tongue; 
add cayenne, and enough mayonnaise

To any the Ieii6t, suits for fall have 
been presented In greatly varying 
styles, much to the satisfaction of 
women who aspire to looking more 
slender than they renlly are, as well as 
those whose aspirations are all In the 
other direction. In spite of the per- 
sistence with which fashion artists 
draw attenuated ladles, In writhing 
poses, for our admiration, women con- 
tinue sensible enough to object to 
looking angulnr and skinny. The de- 
signers of suits have been kind and 
there are new models for the too slen- 
der and the too stout figure. The pos- 
sessor of a “model thirty-six,” or any 
other model of good proportions, can 
choose any of the various styles. 

At the right of the two suits, shown 
In the picture above, is a model thnt 
will simply shave off pounds from the 
stout figure. Long and gentiy curving 
lines, almost unbroken from head to 
heels, are cleverly calculated to de- 
ceive the eye and smooth out the sharp 
curves in stout figures. American wom- 
en having insisted on longer skirts, 
I’arlB accepted their decree, and this 
suit takes advantage of the mode to go 
to on extreme of It. By this means 
the figure Is lengthened. The coat fol- 
lows the same strategy and note that 
the waist Hue Is Indicated as very 
long by the group of three narrow 
tucks In the bnck of the coat that end 
In an arrow head, or “crow toes,” for 
below the normal waistline. Silk em- 
broidery on two flat strips of cloth 
applied at the sides Is In the same 
color as the suit.

The suit Is made of dark brown trico- 
tine. 

The model nt the left Is nn interpre- 
tation of the Russian blouse suft, al- 
ways dear to the thin womnn. The 
plain skirt Is shoe-top length. The 
coat lias a full blouse and a skirt 
gathered In nt the nnturul waist line, 

: giving fultness about the hips. It la 
short enough to break the figure and 
prettily decorated with a round silk 
brnld couched on. In this coat the 
choker collar Is made of opossum fur 
and arranged to fasten up nbout the 
chin. In the other suit, fur Is left out, 
but the popular choker collnr Is re- 
tained, made of the fabric and decor- 
ated with carefully done embroidery. 
For the blouse suit, one of those new 
cloths thnt have a silvery sheen, due 
to a nnpped surface of gray tone 
(which Is used with nil colors) looks 
particularly well with the gruy tones 
In the fur collnr. 

Alas, yes ! suits are expensive es- 
pecially when embroidered. But clever 
women have been known to buy a plain 
suit and put embroidery on It tnem- 
selves, thereby saving nbout $25 and 
presenting themselves with an exclu- 
sive design. 

Ribbon for Costumes. 

Ribbon Is used to a considerable 
extent by Americnn designers making 
up their nutumn models. And a big 
use of ribbon prevails In the develop- 
ment of costumes for several Import- 
ant and extensive theatrical produc- 
tions. 


The business woman must usuully 
be her own beauty doctor, and she 
need not regret this If she gives her- 
self fifteen mlnuteB time at the end 
of each day, Just before retiring. The 
hands, as well as the face und scalp, 
must have systematic attention. 

Many girls who do office work, or 
sell goods over u counter, Injure their 
hands unnecessarily by not wush- 
Ing them often, for much dumuge Is 
done the nulls and skin by permitting 
an accumulation of dirt to remain In 
the pores for several hours. 

When cleansing hands so stained, 
soap and water should not he the first 
application, for nothing but a soft 
grease will be effective. 

The finger tips require several extra 
strokes. Rinsing must be thorough. 
Drying finishes the cleaning, but is not 
the simple process that many persons 
think, und in the manner of doing it 
lies half the secret of having pretty 
nails. Each finger must be taken sepa- 
rately, the towel rubbed down the 
sides, hack and front, beginning at 
the top. 

The common mistake is to begin at 
the finger base and rub up, which sim- 
ply trains the cuticle down over the 
calls and thickens the tips. Every 
nail muat be wiped individually, com- 
mencing at the top and pressing gently 
4own to Uie crescent at the base o t 
the ualL

File the Finger Nalls. 

To keep the nails in good condition* 
always file them, never u»e the scis- 
sors to cut. Cleanse under the nulls 
with equal parts of lemon Juice and 
water. Use an orange-wood stick ; 
also keep the cuticle around the nails 
smooth. Polish the nails whenever 
necessary. 

Nails that break easily must be given 
a course of olive oil. It should ba 
rubbed into the finger tips euch night. 
Massage well and occasionally give tbo 
fingers a bath In hot olive oil. 

If It Is not convenient to use the oil, 
vaseline is a good substitute. When- 
ever doing rough work the fingers 
should be protected with gloves. If it 
Is not comfortable to wear them over 
the whole hand, fingers cun be cut 
from old gloves. 

Polish for Nails. 

An Inexpensive and harmless nail 
polish is made by thoroughly mixing 
together a half ounce of talcum pow- 
der. a half ounce of powdered starch, 
a half ounce of pulverized boric acid 
and 15 drops of tincture of carmine. 
Do not rub the nulls until the sensi- 
tive flesh beneath bums, as this causes 
them to become dry and brittle.

It Is composed of a 
spread eagle, tearing on its breust an 
escutcheon with 13 stripes, und in its 
talons holding an olive brunch und 13 
urrows, symbolic of both peace and 
wur. The eugle, the suggestion of an 
Englishman, has ever since been the 
uutlonul bird of the United Stutes.

Most of the land was rough, rocky 
and full of stumps, so that oxen, be- 
ing strong, patient und slow, made 
much the better team for agricultur- 
al purposes und lumbering than did 
horses, und they were cheaper kept, 
needing but little grain even when at 
hard work und noue at ult when in 
I pasture.

.(Continued from page 9) 
slow and insufficient and chaff at 
delays and missent telegrams, hut 
the railway does the work first upon 
it and keeps up the right of way. 

The churches and cathedrals are 
very beautiful. You have seen them 
In pictures and know the Greek arch- 
itecture, but the coloring you haven't 
seen. On the spires are tho cross 
nnd ball in gold. 

The domes are blue or pa ,c green 
with green and white, or blue and 
white below, with a little gold decor- 
ation. A few are deep red through- 
out— excepting the domes. Hut each 
c hurch is a harmony in color nnd 
architecture. 

I had hoped and planned to visit 
the Trapist Monastery with its (among 
other things) twenty-seven ton bell. 
I rather hnto to leave Irkontsk just 
yet, there arc so many interesting 
things. 1 wanted to see the river 
freeze over to the road across., it 
flows at twenty miles an hour nnd 
is ubout two hundred and fifty yards 
wide. Early in November tiro pon- 
toon bridge Is broken in the middle 
end swung along shore. Then for 
a week or ten days there is no cros- 
j sing, while the ice sots. Then all 
j traffic goes across on an ice road. 

Yesterday one of the few tug boats 
plying tip and down the river from 
Lake Bnkol went thru witli a barge 
In tow. ft took three houra. The 
steamer tied up at the shore, far up 
the river while the bridge was opened. 
Planking was taken up und a pon- 
toon loosened from its mooring and 
lot down stream. All the drowskys 
nnd carts lined up for blocks on 
each side. When all wns ready the 
tug came down stream running hard 
to keep ahead of the barge and 
both shot thru the hole in the bridge 
like a canoe shooting the rapids. It 
was very skillfully done, and very 
dangerous for the bridge. 

The little girl plnying along the 
tracks outside my window reminds 
me ol tile refugee train hero in the 
yards when we came in over two 
weeks ago. It was a load of three 
hundred children from Petrograd and 
going to Vladivostok. For a while 
they had been in a homo near Omsk 
until it became advisable to get them 
farther East. Red Cross people had 
them in charge with tho help of 
Russian women, one for each box car. 
It was quite a task to feed and i 
clothe, and keep them together in 
tho long, slow journey. All Were 
tost to their friends and relatives and 
many of the younger ones without 
names. 

Therei was a train of Bolsliivik 
/prisoners in here for a few days. 
Closed box cars with little barred 
windows high up. A guard for each 
car. Meg and women all crowded 
in together. Some were taken a- 
cross the river presumably to the 
big prison by the city. They went 
in batches thru different mornings, 
many chained together, and there

It seems that the correct name was 
not used on the program for tho 
Memorial services on Sept. 28, for it 
should have been George Henry Bird 
instead of Churles B. Bird. 

Mr. Bird wns born in Boston, hut 
was a North Weymouth boy residing 
witli his grandparents, Mrs. Mary 
Nesbit of Harbor View avenue. He 
attended the Athens school. Going 
West lie enlisted at San Houston, 
Texas, July 12, 1917, under the name 
of William Sweeney, in Co. A., 3d 
Ammunition Train, as a private, and 
later went overseas. He was serious, 
ly gassed, and wa s not expected to 
recover. At his request, although 
in a weakened condition^ he was 
put aboard the U. S. S. Antigone for 
Newport News He died on board the 
ship Dec. 31, ' 1918, and burial wns 
at Mt. Auburn, Cambridge. 

His mother was Mrs. Ada M. Le- 
vangia, now residing at 188 Beling 
ham avenue, Beachmont. Later she 
hopes to obtain his war record, and 
send same to the Gazette.

PLANT ELMS AND LINDENS 


For the Parkway They Have Many 
Advantages Over Others That 
Might Be Selected. 

A correspondent nsks ndvlce rcgnrd- 
Inc the kind of trees to plant In tlie 
parkway In front of his home. 

"Several people advised elms," ne | 
writes, "hut they are such slow grow- 
ers, and as I am not young 1 would 
like to plant some kind that I will 
have a chance to enjoy. I ant also 
thinking of planting four fruit trees 
In the yard, probably three cherries, 
ns they seem to do better than most 
fruit trees, and n pear or nn apple." 

| The AmcrliTui elm Is by far the 
I best tree for this purpose. It grows j 
fast enough, starts to branch high and ; 
does not obstruct the view. It arches 
| beautifully, high up over the street, j 
anil Is a long-lived, hardwood variety, 
not seriously affected by insects and ; 

1 fungus pests. 

The American linden might grow n 
I Utile faster, but tin* tussock moth likes 
It too well. The American nsh grows 
faster, but It soon gets shaggy, Is sus- 
ceptible to boring insects and drops its 

( leaves In August. The sycamore is 
good and a faster grower, but Its bark 
, Is shaggy. The haekherry Is Just 11 s 
, good as the elm, hut slower growing. 

| The red and pin oaks are better, but 
r no one has the patience to plant them. 

Do not plant cottonwood, box elders, 

L soft maples, nor poplar where an elm, 

I hard maple, haekherry, onk or glngko 
j will grow.

CHESTNUT DISHES 


Columbian Square, South Weymouth 


The chestnut Is especlnlly populnr, 
being the nut most enjoyed for Ilnl- 
lowoon pnrtles. Its 

B own (lcltcney of dnvor 
blends so well with oth- 
ers that It Is n general 
favorite and always a 
delight lo the palate. 
Roasted and served with 
apples, cider and dough- 
nuts, an October party Is 

A Tempting Entree. — 

Roast mid mash to a pnste one pound 
of chestnuts. Add half a cupful of 
cream, a teaspoonful of chopped pars- 
ley and a dash of salt with two well- 
beaten eggs ; pour Into well buttered 
timbale molds and bake, set in a dish 
of hot water. When firm, In about 
25 minutes, turn out and serve with a 
cream sauce or with a rich tomato 
sauce. 

A detloious soup may he made with 
chestnuts as a foundation. Cook a 
quart of chestnuts In boiling water, 
slip off the brown skins and drop them 
Into cold water. Drop again Into boil- 
ing water; add a small onion, three 
stalks of celery, a small blade of 
mace and a bit of bay leaf. When 
the nuts nre tender mash through a 
sieve, ndd white stock, a tablespoon- 
ful of salt, half a tenspoonful of pa- 
prika and a pint of hot milk. When 
boiling hot remove to the back pnrt of 
the stove and ndd two well-beaten eggs 
and a half a cupful of sweet cream. 
Serve hot In bouillon cups. 

A Chestnut Salad.— For n dinner 
salad, chestnuts are delicious. Mix 
after blnnehlng with chopped apple 
and celery ; garnish with water cress 
and serve with a mayonnaise dress- 
ing. 

Dainty Chestnut Dessert.— Prepare 
a eustnrd, adding n teaspoonful of soft- 
ened gelntln, a little flavoring of any 
kind and add a pint of prepared chest- 
nuts. Pour Into a mold, and when 
serving surround with whipped cream. 

Brussels sprouts and chestnuts 
served together Is a greatly appreci- 
ated dainty. Serve tn a thick creum 
sauce. 

Chestnut croquettes Is another good 
dish and with a few pounds of chest- 
nuts nnd a little forethought one may 
prepare any number of delicious 
dishes. 


OUT OF THE ORDINARY CHICKEN 
DISHES. 


One tires of the usunl nnd ordi- 
nary nnd longs for some new way to 
present the familiar. 

a French cooks are mas- 
ters of the nrt of sur- 
prising with the famil- 
iar, yet one does not nl- 
wnys wish a dish to ho 
entirely lost In' season- 
ings. Some of the fol- 
lowing dishes may seei* 
extravagant, lmt no sernp 
of mont or hit of hone need he wasted, 
ns there Is stock, salad, timbales and 
canapes which may be made from 
small hits; 

Chicken a la Marengo. — This dish 
Is said to have been originated for 
Napoleon after the battle of Marengo. 
Singe and clean n five-pound chicken 
nnd out It up for fricassee. Molt two 
tnblespoonfuls of butter In a saucepan 
and ndd three tnblespoonfuls of the 
best olive oil. When It Is hot ndd the 
dark meat of the chicken nnd cook 
live minuses. Then ndd the white moat 
with salt nnd pepper and a hit of gar- 
lic. Mix and stir over a good lire nnd 
cook 20 minutes, until ench piece la 
a golden brown. Have ready a to- 
mato sauce, made from one can of to- 
matoes n hit ench of onion, enrrot, 
parsley, conked thick nnd rubbed 
through a sieve; ndd one-half pound 
of fresh mushrooms nnd the chicken. 
Cook the mushrooms in fat five min- 
utes. Arrange the chicken on n plnt- 
ter; ndd to the gravy Ui the pan three 
tahlespoonfuls of the tomnto puree, 
stir until It Is hot ; pour over the 
chicken nnd serve. 

Chicken Baked In Milk. — Melt one- 
fourth of a cupful of butter, ndd one 
large onion thinly sliced; cut two 
young chickens In pieces for serving, 
cover and cook slowly, turning often, 
for ten minutes, then add one cupful 
of chicken stock nnd cook until the 
chicken Is tender. Remove the chick- 
en, put stock nnd onion through a 
sieve nnd ndd one nnd one-half table- 
spoonfuls ench of butter and flour 
crenmed together. Season with salt 
and popper. Arrange the chicken on 
a serving dlsli, pour the sauce around 
It nnd garnish with sliced hnnanns cut 
In diagonal siloes, dipped In flour and 
sauted In butter.

Onion Soup With Eggs and Cream. — 

Cut up six white onions very thin 
and fry In a tnhlespoonful of butter 
until light brown. Then udd u quart 
of water and n pint of milk, season 
with one tcaspnonful of salt and u 
dash of pepper, a teuspoonful of sugar 
and a pinch of mace. Cook slowly for 
an hour and strain ; heat four eggs un- 
til light, ndd a cupful of cream nnd a 
tahlespoonful of cornstarch mixed 
with n little cold wafer; cook until the 
stnrch Is well done, before adding the 
eggs, as the soup must not then be 
boiled or the eggs will curdle. 

Burgundian Pate. — For this dish the 
breasts of two ehlekens must he pound- 
ed Into a paste; udd to this one cup- 
ful of fresh bread crumbs and half a 
cupful of melted butter, half a tca- 
spnonful of salt, a dash of cayenne 
and five beaten yolks of eggs. Cook 
six livers Bnd six gizzards one hour 
in good stock. Then add a cupful of 
chopped ham nnd the same amount of 
chopped mushrooms cooked In butter. 
Cook a few moments and then cool. 
Line s pate mold with puff puste. fill 
with the mixture, cover with a paste 
Bnd tinke slowly In a moderate oven. 
Cover with puper If the crust browns 
too quickly and add stock through the 
opening. Serve cold or hot. 

Cream Fritter*. — Take a quart of 
milk, one cupful of salt, a cupful of 
blenched and chopped almonds and a 
taWeepoonful of orange flower water. 
Boll the milk, add sugar, fcutter and 
salt and cook ten minute*. Then stir 
In six beaten eggs, and cook until 
thick. Spread In a well buttered pan 
an Inch thick to cool. When chilled 
cut la diamonds, dip In crumbs and 
egg and fry a golden brown In deep 
Cat Serve hot with a lemon sauce.

— Cream 
one-fourth of a cupful of butter; udd 
gradually one and one-half cupfuls of 
sugar und one egg beaten ; when well 
mixed add two-thirds of a cupful of 
milk, two cupfuls of Hour sifted with 
three teas|>oonfuls of baking powder;

The rest sift with two teaspoouful* 
of cinnamon and three-fourths of a 
teuspoonful each of allspice, mace, 
and nutmeg aud a half-teaspoouful 
of cloves. Then add three tahleupoon- 
fuls of orange juice, one of rose water 
dhd two of lemon juice. Add a pound 
of currants and figs, three pounds of 
raisins, one pound of citron, all cut 
fine and dredged with flour. Fold In 
the white* before adding the fruit 
Bake three hours In a slow oven.

What with suit skirts and blouses, 
epnrnte skirts and blouses and one- 
ilecc, all-day frocks, business women 
aud others may achieve a good many 
variations of apparel with the mini- 
mum outlay for garments.

'bout bein’ no corpse.” 

"1 thought not ; you’d rather be a 
free nigger, perhaps? Well, Sam, if 
you will do this Job nil right for me 
tonight I'll put you where the sheriff 
will never see hide nor hair of you 
again — no, not yet; wait a moment, 
there Is another passenger,” 

She came instantly in nnswer to my 
low call, nnd through the gloom the 
startled negro watched her descend 
the bank, a mere moving shadow, yet 
with the outlines of a woman. I half 
believe lie thought her a ghost, for I 
could henr him muttering inarticu- 
lately to himself. I dared not remove 
my eyes from the fellow, afraid Hint 
ills very excess of fear might Impel 
him to some reckless act, hut I ex- 
tended one hand ncross the side of the 
boat to her assistance.

WAR RECORD OF LEVIATHAN 

Monster Transport Carried Many 
Thousands of Soldiers to 
French Ports. 

The giant transport Leviathan, fol- 
lowing her arrival In New York har- 
bor with Gen. Pershing and troops of 
the First division, brought to a close 
her important service In helping win 
the war. The big ship, after being 
refitted for passenger service, Is to be 
turned back to the United States ship- 
ping board, the agency which seized 
It when the United States entered the 
war. While the future of the ship 
Is uncertain, It is reported that she 
will be assigned to American passen- 
ger trude between New York and 
Liverpool, with possible extension In 
the future of a service to Hamburg. 

The Leviathan, formerly the Vnter- 
land, the second largest ship In the 
world, was Interned In New York by 
the Germans In 1914. She was "wil- 
fully damaged” to t lie extent of more 
than $1,000,000. After being recon- 
ditioned by American engineers, she 
was assigned us a transport, and 
during and since the war made 19 
round trii>s on the Atlantic, currying 
u total of 185,500 soldiers, of whom 
06,321 were carried overseas through 
sal. murine infested seas. She was al- 
ways a mark for U-boats, but her 
speed and tile armament with which 
she was equipped saved her.

Has Many Points of Superiority 
— Harmonizes With Nature. 


Eight months ago. according to Mrs.

Wlu-n we look abroad upon t he 
face of a country subdivided only by 
long lines of loose stones, and over- 
grown with vines and shrubbery, we 
feel no sense of constraint. . . . 
Fences are deformities of prospect 
which we are obliged to use and tol- 
erate. hut the loose stone wall only 
Is expressive of the freedom which 
Is grateful to the traveler and the 
rambler. — Wilson Flagg.

Many Evils May Rosult From 
Driving Car With Emer- 
gency Brake Engaged. 

PLAN TO PREVENT ACCIDENT 


Devlcfc of Florida Man Can Be Applied 

to Any "Shift Gear” Type of Car 
— Essential Element Is Contact 
Spring on Levers. 

Burned out brake-hnnds, broken 
crank shafts, nnd enormous fuel con- 
sumption are only a few of the many 
evils that mny result from driving a 
car with the emergency brake locked 
In position.

QUITE COMPLICATED 

Amount Collected for Various 
Vehicles Is Not Uniform.

Confusion Caused by Widely Varying 

Requirements for Registration or 
Licensing of Chauffeur#, Own- 1 
era and Dealers. 

The amount of fees collected pof 
ear for either pleasure or commercial 
vehicles Is as yet far from uniform nnd 
Is still further complicated by tho 
widely varying requirements for the 
registration or licensing of clmlTciirs, 
owners, operators, dealers, etc. Thus, 

If the total gross registration anti 
license revonnes he used ns n basis of 
revenue, and the total nulomoblle 
trucks nnd vehicles ns a basis for 
motorcars, It Is found Hint for the 
entiro United States the average fee 
per ear was $S.:i7. On the same basis 
the state of Now Hampshire received 
In 1!11S n gross revenue of $20.52 for 
each motorcar, while Minnesota ro- 
celved only about $1.75 nnnunlly for 
each enr, as the registration In that 
state Is for a three-year period. 

In most states motorenrs are Inxed 
ns personnl property In addition to 
the required registration foes. In' 
Delaware, Idaho, Iowa, Michigan, New 
York. North Dnkotn, Oklahoma, Honth 
Cnrollnn, I’ennsylvnnla and Vermont 
registration fees are In lieu of all other 
taxes. Therefore, In making any com- 
parisons in fees ns between the several 
states, this fact should bo bortio In 
mind.

custard, using the yolks 
and a pint of milk, with a tablespoon- 
ful of cornstarch mixed with two of 
sugar; flavor with cinnamon. Cook 
the custard and let It cool, then pour 
It carefully Into the apple-lined dish. 
Beat the whites of two eggs, add a 
tablespoonful of sugar and cover the 
top. Brown In the oven and serve 
cold. 

Apple Stuffed With Nuts and Rais- 
ins. — Core half a dozen even-sized ap- 
ples and remove the peeling of half of 
each apple. Put half a cupful of wa- 
ter in a saucepan ; Into this set the ap- 
ples, the half which Is unpeeled down, 
as this keeps them from losing their 
shape while cooking. Turn and baste 
carefully until the apples are tender. 
Ret them carefully into a baking pan 
and fill the centers with one-third of 
a cupful each of chopped nuts and 
raisins; sprinkle over them a little 
sugar and hake In a moderate oven 
until glazed. Serve with the sirup 
poured around them. 

Baked Apple Dumplings. — Select tnrt 
apples which cook without losing their 
shape, though this is not necessary. 
Core and peel. Cook In water and 
sugar enough to float them until nearly 
done. Remove them with a skimmer 
and place each on a square of pastry; 
fill the cores with sugar and lemon 
Juice and drop a little of thickened 
sirup In which they were cooked over 
them. Moisten the tips of the pastry 
and press together over the top of the 
apple. Bake in a hot oven until well 
browned. Serve with cream and sugar; 
dust with nutmeg. 

To Make Egg Sauce. — Bent two eggs 
until light ; add a half-cupful of milk, 
a half-cupful of sugar, and cook over 
hot water until thick; add vanilla and 
serve. 

Apple and Raisin Roll. — Take two 
cnpfulls of chopped apple, a half cup- 
ful of raisins. Place on a thin sheet of 
pastry and roll. Place In a deep bak- 
ing dish, putting the folded pastry on 
the top. Pour over a cupful of boiling 
water, add a cupful of brown sugar 
and a tablespoonful of butter. Bake 
one hour In a moderate oven. The ap- 
ples with the sugar and water will 
make sufficient sauce, or creuin and 
augar may be served with It.

Lingerie ribbons, hair bows, shopping 
bngs and many other kinds of bags, 
slippers and sashes are always In de- 
mand, but they grow In Importance 
with the approach of the holidays, 
sinre nothing Is liked better for gifts. 
This year will see them more popular 
than ever because they are less extrav- 
agantly priced than other gifts that 
have equal charm. 

All women like pretty furbelows and 
therefore they choose them as gifts 
for their friends. The pretty lingerie 
bows, garters, rosettes, clnsps, sachet 
and powder bags — and other bits of 
finery made of ribbons require time 
and painstaking care and these add 
more value to exquisite little gifts 
than can lie measured in dollars and 
cents.

At the center of the group there is 
n shower rosette made of narrow satin 
ribbon, usually in pink, but pretty in 
nny light color.

The 
pansy is painted at the center. The 
garters at the opposite side are finish- 
ed with small clusters of ribbon flow- 
ers. The group Includes little rosettes 
of ribbon with tiny ribbon or chiffon 
roses at the center, each fastened to 
a small safety pin. These are used 
wherever needed, as on the shoulders 
— instead of clasps.

A couple of million young men of 
America have in the past two years 
had considerable exercise in "hoofing 
it.” It wasn’t voluntary hoofing, either, 
but the army is the army, and when 
you enter it you are sometimes re- 
quired to make long marches. All of 
which leads to the thought Hint the 
gentle art of pedestrianism is about 
due for a great revival. 

There was an “almost” revival of 
walking a few years ago when Edward 
Payson Weston, the veteran pedes- 
trian, pulled off his celebrated trans- 
continental walking stunt, but it sort 
of fizzled. 

It is forty-two years since London 
witnessed the conclusion of one of 
(he most famous international walk- 
ing matches, such as were held in the 
seventies and early eighties. William 
Homes, oue of the greatest pedes- 
trians of the day, was England's 
choice in the memorable contest, 
while Dan O'Leary represented Ire- 
land and America. Dun had taken 
part in a number of walking matches 
on this side of the Atlantic, and there 
was great disappointment over hero 
when the news came that he had been 
vanquished by the Britisher in the 
300-mile contest. O’Leary Is now 70 
years old and lius walked over 150,000 
miles. 

In the seventies the professional 
walkers were as celebrated ns Jess 
Willard (7) and Ty Cobb are today. 
They rolled in money and basked In the 
limelight of popular adulation. Many 
of the records set up in those days in 
England and America have never 
been surpassed, nnd, unless profes- 
sional walking comes into vogue 
again, probably never will be. 

It was the bicycle which killed 
pedestrianism. When the “safety" was 
Invented It not only became a sub- 
stitute for shank’s mares, but cycling 
became the most popular sport in the 
world. Walking as a sport died a 
sudden death, hut as long us humans 
have legs there is always the hope 
that pedestrianism will again come 
to the fore, to the great benefit of the 
human race.

HAS BUST OF HERODOTUS 

Antique in Metropolitan Museum of 
Art Identified a« Portrait of 
Father of History. 

Dr. Robinson, director of the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art, In New York, 
has Identified an antique mnrble bust, 
which has been In the museum’s store- 
room for 20 or 30 years, as being n 
portrait of Herodotus, “the father of 
history.” The marble, which has lain 
In dust all these years, will now as- 
sume an Important place of honor In 
the institution. 

There are but five known portraits 
of Herodotus. The New York portrait- 
bust wns orlglnully found nt Benha, 
In Lower Egypt, nnd pnssed Into the 
possession of Emil Brugsch Bey, from 
whom it wns acquired nnd presented 
to the Metropolitan Museum of Arts. 
The recognition wns based on the re- 
semblnnce of the known portraits and 
the finding of the learned man’s name 
inscribed upon it. As a work of art It 
was not very highly regarded, but ns 
the sixth known portrait of Herodotus 
it assumes new dignity. It Is also said 
to be one of the best portraits extnut. 


Pay of Jap Soldiers. 

In the opinion of the Jui, the pay of 
Japanese soldiers is too small. At 
present It is 1.50 yen (78 cents) a 
month for first and second-class pri- 
vates, and 1.95 (1)8 cents) for corpo- 
rals.

Enjoyed by Doughboys Says 
Returned Pastor 


Boston — Proof conclusive thnt the 
doughboy thoroughly enjoys straight - 
from-theshoudler religion was the 
trend of a statement just made by Dr. 
Albert S. Hawkes, pastor of the Wor- 
cester, Mass., Congregational church, 
just returned from France. 

Pr. Hnwkes’ assertion Is based on 
the fact that the nine Y. M. C. A. hilts 
In Camp Pontanazen, Brest, each with 
a capacity ranging from 1.200 to 2,000, 
are crowded to the doors on Sundays 
during the religious services. 

"1 have seen these buildings so 
packed,” he said, "that men sat in the 
rafters, windows — any place they could 
secure standing or seating room. In 
fact they even crowded on the plat- 
forms." 

Pr. Hawkes was director of all musi- 
cal programs connected with religious 
services conducted by the Y. M. C. A. 
at the big camp. When he began the 
work of organization there were only 
two pianists and song leader. In two 
months he had increased this staff to 
thirty accomplished musicians, boIo- 
ists and song leaders, this number in- 
creasing with the demand. 

In the huge auditorium with a seat- 
ing capacity alone of three thousand, 
he declared that he has seen men, who 
remained after the mass-singing to 
hear the lecture, leave when the 
"movies" began. The singing was in- 
variably met with unbounded enthu- 
siasm. 

"It was wonderful! An inspiration! 
Imagine, if you can, more than three 
thousand full-toned, healthy, male 
voices ringing with the notes of a 
famous anthem. They sang like they 
fought — with every ounce of energy 
their American souls possessed. 

"Popular songs started the program, 
the words flashed on the screen. The 
singing service ended with hymns. 

"The finest speakers obtainable in 
France were next introduced. After 
a short, snappy talk soldiers were given 
opportunity to consult them. Hun- 
dreds of men have availed themselves 
of this opportunity — the last one af- 
forded while in military service." 

Speaking of the distribution of re- 
ligious literature by the "Y,” Dr. 
Hawkes said: 

"Pretty good evidence that they 
were wanted and appreciated was 
demonstrated by the fact that in bar- 
racks and tents, religious publications 
were always found neatly arranged 
with other soldic; effects. They were 
never thrown around or destroyed as 
were newspapers, booklets, etc., after 
they had been read." 

lie believes that this type of welfare 
work, about which little is known or 
understood, is the most remarkable 
and thorough of any of the multiform 
ways in which the "Y" served the 
A. E. F. The soldier loves to sing 
when proper facilities and good lead 
ers are aiforded, and he appreciatee 
good speakers on religious topics. 

"The significance of our work was 
two fold." explained the pastor. 
“First, it brought the Christian gospel 
before the soldier in a practical, he- 
nian fashion. Secondly it showed him 
at the close of his military career, that 
Y. M. C. A. stood for something else 
besides canteens, recreational and the 
various other activities to which he 
was accustomed at the front.”

ING WAR. 

While Free Magazines Averaged 
300,000 Monthly. 

Paris — (By Mail) — If it is true that 
armies travel on their stomachs, theD 
the American Expeditionary Forces 
included literature in their diets. The 
Y. M. C. A. distributed more than 5,- 
000.000 bound volumes throughout the 
American units abroad during the 
months of the war. For a number of 
months more titan 300,000 magazines 
were distributed monthly without cost 
to the soldier, hut at an expense ol 

430.000 per month. 

More than 28,000,000 copies were dis- 
tributed during the period of the wai 
at a monthly cost of |85,000. Ninety 
per cent of these were given away. 
More than 1,000,000 volumes of text 
books were pr'nted or bought by the 
association lor educational wora, all 
of them eventually being taken over 
by the Army along the Y. M C. A. 
educational work. A million and a 
half copies of "Popular Songs of the 
A. E. F." a 96 page song book, were 
printed by the **Y" and distributed 
free of charge to the doughboys, while 

633.000 other volumes of music<iJ 
works and sheet works were given 
away. There was also free distribu- 
tion of more than 2,000,000 pieces ol 
religious literature 

Before the American Library Asso- 
ciation arrived in France to carry on 
Us enormous work the task of furnish- 
ing all literature fell upon the "Y,*' 
and at times because of difficulties 
attendant on shipping the association 
was forced to advertise in Paris papers 
for gifts of reading matter printed in 
English in order to be able to carry 
on Us work.

Labor Department Prompt* Those In. 
tending Construction to Begin 
the Work at Once. 

______ 

The home builder — he who builds 
for bis Immediate use rather thnn for 
lentil! purposes— appears to be getting 
under way with his building plans. 
This especially Is noted In the eentrnl 
West. The home-building progrntn 
will be facilitated nnd augmented If 
sntnll Investment money Is ntnde avail- 
able for building loans. In one or two 
communities this Is being attempted 
by private organizations, brought to- 
gether for this sole purpose. In other 
' and more numerous cases the regular 
banks nre giving thought to the prob- 
lem. The bulldlng-nnd-lonn Interests 
already have formulated n plan under 
which a system of federal home loan 
banks would enable them to rediseount 
their first real-estate mortgages nnd 
mnke nvnllnble for further loans more 
thnn $1,000,000,000 of their nssets. 

While the Department of Labor ts 
endeavoring to eo-opernte with state 
and municipal authorities In getting 
i under wn.v road building nnd public 
j Improvements, and with private Inter- 
ests in their more extensive building 
operations. It Is convinced that home 
! building, for the use of the builder 
rather than for rental, must be looked 
to ns an important factor In providing 
better employment for Inhor during 
the trr.nsltinn from war to pence pro- 
duction, and for the stimulation of 
business. For this reason the Depart- 
ment of Labor Is making a determined 
drive for a nation-wide ‘‘Own your 
home" campaign. — Chicago livening 
Post.

The founda- 
tions of the building were mhssed with 
hemlock, laurel, holly, and rose bushes. 
Young trees were planted In strategic 
positions and lilac bushes were placed 
in clumps. Around the drain, spice 
wood bushes were planted. The re- 
sult was a complete transformation of 
the formerly bare and ugly yard. At 
noon a picnic lunch was served. 

LOOK TO THE YARD IN FALL 

Attention Now Will Bs Well Repaid 
by Its Improved Appearance 
In the Spring. 

The appearance ®f the home lias 
much to do with Its utility ns well ns 
Its beant.v. A home where there are 
flowers, trees, lawn, etc., seems more 
comfortable than where these things 
ore absent. Such a home Is always 
more satisfying, and that, of course, Is 
a quality of utility. 

Full Is a good time to Improve the 
yard, lawn and general appearance of 
the home. Late fall Is a favorable 
I time to transplant many biennials and 
I perennials. Roses, “the queens of flow- 
i ers.’’ may be set ; other shrubs may be 
j transplanted; violets, bulbs of various 
j kinds, sweet peas, etc., may be started 
' for early spring blossoms. 

A little time given to the yard nnd 
lawn now will be worth much to the 
appearance of your home next spring.

WINS THE LOVE OF PRINCE 


Ola Humphrey, Auburn-Haired Act- 
ress, Becomes Princess Ibrahim 
Hassan, Escapes From Her Cruel 
Master and Advises Girls That Royal 
Marriages Are a Losing Game — 
When She Rebelled Prince Chas- 
tised Her. 

The $1,000,000 soon to come to Miss 
Ola Humphrey of California will go 
far to assuage the sorrow of the half- 
year spent behind the lattice of an 
Egyptian harem as the Princess Ibra- 
him Hassan. 

From Great Britain comes word that 
a considerable portion of the confis- 
cated property of the prince will go 
to his erstwhile American bride. Ibra- 
him Hassan, an Ottoman prince of the 
blood royal, Is first cousin to the form- 
er khedlvo of Egypt, and during the 
rpcent upheaval, which cost the khe- 
dlve his throne, he also lost his prop- 
erty. The suit Instituted by Olu Hum- 
phrey for n slice of the seized wealth 
of her discarded hut undlvorced hus- 
band was answered promptly nnd gen- 
erously by the British government. 

Miss Ola was horn at Oakland. Cal., 
the daughter of Thomas Marshall 
Humphrey, a prosperous manufacturer 
of fine furniture. « 

It was not so long ago that she was 
a theatrical star. She lent her uuhuru 
beauty to “The Prisoner of Zcndu," to 
“The Little Gray Lady” and to “’The 
Futul Wedding.” In those days she 
was the wife of Edwin Mordant, tier 
leading man, who was one of the stal- 
warts of the actors in their recent 
strike. But It wns not long before u 
divorce came and she faced the audl- 
euce and the world alone. 

Wins Love of Prince. 

Then she crossed the seas to flaunt 
her beauty from the English hoards. It 
was In 1910 In “The Man from Mexico” 
she won the heart of a stout, swarthy 
gentleman who came night after night 
to see her play. He was Prince Ibrahim 
Hassan. 

They were wed. 

She was taken to the seraglio of her 
royal husband. On the hunks of the 
| ancient Nile, under the shadow of the 
throne of Cleopatra, the occidental 
bride was forced to live t tie life of the 
nutlve woman. Her brilliant hair wus 
hidden — a durk veil draped her anil 
the latllce of the orient was Inter- 
posed between her and the freedom 
she craved.

Ills real 
interests he never shared with me.’’

Over one spread a layer of | 
finely chopped dntes ; lay the other i 
Rheet on top nnd press lightly together; , 
cut with a cooky cutter Into cakes. | 
Bake In n hot oven. , 

Date Whip. — Cook one cupfut of j 
chopped stoned dates In one-half cup- , 
ful of boiling water until smooth. l 
Press through a sieve. Beat the whites 
of three eggs until stiff, add one-third , 
of a cupful of sugar, half n tenspoonful 
of salt nnd a tablespoonful of lemon 
Juice. Fold In the date pulp nnd pile 
lightly In a buttered linking dish. Bnke 
In a slow oven for 30 minutes. Serve 
with n custard made of the yolks of 
the eggs and a pint of milk, or whipped 
cream may be used as a sauce. 

Apple and Dates. — Itoll a thin 
round rich pastry and lienp on to It a 
cupful or two of chopped apples nnd 
a cupful of dates, also chopped. Roll 
up nnd place In n baking pan. Add 
a half cupful of brown sugar, a table- 
spoonful of butter and a cupful of 
boiling water. Bnke one hour In a 
moderate oven. Serve with cream, If 
there Is not sufficient snuce left In the 
pan after the pudding Is baked.

SEASONABLE DISHES. 

In these dnys of costly foods any- 
thing which will take the place of a 
— favorite but too expen- 

sive dish will be wel- 
comed. II e r e Is a 

vouched-for substitute 
for cream ns a sauce: 
Mix together two table- 
spoonfuls each of sugar 
and cornstarch and 

cook until smooth und 
thickened somewhat ; be 
sure that the starchy 
tuste has been removed by cooking. 
Four slowly over the stlllly beaten 
whites of two eggs. Beat well, return 
to the lire and cook uutU of the con- 
sistency of cream. 

a Nutritious Soup. — Sonk rye. grn- 
hum or white bread until soft; squeeze 
out the wuter. Four on boiling water 
enough to make the soup of the de- 
sired consistency. Cook until the 
bread Is turned Into a smooth mush; 
add butter, cinnamon, raisins nnd 
sugar to tnste, then add half as much 
milk or cream ns wuter used und cook 
ten minutes. Remove from the heat 
and add a beaten egg yolk. Beat the 
white to a stiff froth, adding sugar and 
flavoring and put It In teaspoonfuls 
over the top. Cover and let stund on 
the back of the stove for a few min- 
utes before serving. 

Berry Cake. — Sift together a tea- 
spoonful of soda with two cupfuls of 
flour. In another bowl put one cupful 
of sugar, half a cupful of shortening 
and warm It enougli to easily cream It ; 
add the yolk of one egg anil one whole 
egg, heat well, add one teuspoonful of 
cinnamon and half u tenspoonful of 
cloves. Mix well and add one cupful 
j of canned berries, Juice tuid fruit us It 
comes, stir well. Now mix with the 
flour mixture and bake In a louf. Ice 
with the egg white left from the cuke, 
pouring boiled sirup 4 »ver it. Use one 
cupful of sugar and a quarter of a 
ciqg'ul of wuter boiled until It hairs, 
then pour slowly, beating all the time 
I over the stlffiy beaten white. 

Charleston Muffins. — Beat together [ 
ate eupful of sugar and a tablespoou- 
ful of butter. Add two eggs beaten 
light, a pinch of salt u grating of nut- 
meg und one cupful of milk, Htft iu 
tvu mpfuU of flour and three tea- 
•pconfuls of baking powder. Bake lu 
tto* muflin pan or In a shallow baking 
M& 

Hamburger. — Take a pound 


of hamburger jiti'itk and chop. Mix 
with It one-third of a cupful of flour, 
add seasonings of suit, pepper and 
onion, make Into small c-tkes, roll In 
flour, brown in fat ; then add enough 
water to cook slowly tor two hours on 
the back of the stove.

A FEW GOOD SOUPS. 

There Is no one dish more usually 
liked than a well-seasoned soup. The 
following will be found 
suggestive : 

Liver Soup. — Take half 
n pound of cold-cooked 
liver and grind it through 
a meat chopper. Fry 
one small onion sliced, 
In two tnblosponnfuls of 
sweet fat, then add the 
liver. Add one cupful of dry bread 
crumbs, season with salt, pepper and 
add three pints of good stock. Cook 
fifteen minutes, add a beaten egg yolk 
nnd serve at once. 

Scotch Soup. — Feel nnd *=llce enough 
onions to make a cupful ; cut tine one 
carrot nnd two stalks of celery. Fry 
brown in butter, being careful not to 
burn. When brown, add three pints 
of water In which n chicken lias been 
boiled and one-lmlf cupful of cooked 
chicken cut fine. Cover the sauce- 
pan nnd simmer forty minutes. Beat 
the yolk of an egg, season with salt 
nnd pepper. Mix with a little of the 
soup; add the remainder of the soup 
nnd heat carefully but do not boll. 
Serve with diced bread. 

Dutch Soup — I’ut a linlf cupful cf 
grated cheese Into a saucepan with 
three pints of milk. Simmer gently 
for ten minutes. When the cheese Is 
dissolved season with popper and 
snlt nnd a pinch of sugar. Add half a 
cupful of cold-cooked macaroni, cut 
In bits. Bent three eggs until foamy, 
mix with a little of the sotip. Add 
carefully to the hot soup nnd serve 
with diced toasted bread. 

Cream of Celery Soup. — Have ready 
one cupful of celery and put through 
a sieve. Reduce the water In which 
the celery was cooked to half a cup- 
ful. Put Into a saucepan one table- 
spoonful of butter, season with snlt 
nnd pepper and stir In two tnblespoon- 
ftils of flour. Mix well. Add three 
cupfuls of milk and stir until It bolls. 
When the mixture Is like thin cream 
add the celery and the celery liquor. 
Reheat and serve at once.

WAYS WITH LIVER. 

The usual method of serving liver 

with bacon Is nbout the extent of liver

There are vnrl 
ous ways of serving liver, 
a few of which are given 
below : 

Liver Patties. — Scald 
a pound of liver and 
grind It with a fourth of 
n pound of bacon und 

> one onion through the 
meat chopper. Season well, form Into 
atnnll cakes und cook In a little hot 
bacon fat, browning both sides. 

Boiled Liver. — Cut liver lu half-inch 
slices, cover with boiling water, let 
stand five minutes, then drain and 
wipe dry. Sprinkle with seasonings 
and broil on u well-greased broiler for 
five minutes. Serve dotted with bits 
I of butter. 

i Liver Hot Pot. — Cut liver Into slices 
a half-inch thick, soak In cold water 
for a few minutes; then dry them thor- 

> oughly ; lay them in a saucepan und 
I dredge with seasoi^d flour. Cover 
i with thin slices of bacon and sprinkle 
i with chopped onion und u tablespoon- 

- ful of chopped parsley. Cook at the 
simmering point well covered for one 

- and one-hulf bouts. Serve garnished 
f with rolls of fried bacon. 

I Liver Dumplings. — Chop half a 
; pound of calf's liver, add a chopped 
; onion, one tablespoonful of chopped 
i parsley, salt, pepper und a dash of 
f nutmeg. Mix with two well-beaten 
f eggs and one tnhlespoonful of butter. 
I Add enough line bread crumbs to form 
t Into bulls nnd boil la soup stock. Serve 
s In the soup. 

? Stuffed Liver. — Slice liver and par- 
. boll It In boiling water to cover. Soak 
i six slices of bread In hot water 30 
t minutes; then squeeze dry. Mix the 
, soaked bread with half a teaspoonful 
i of salt, two teaspooufuls of sage, two 
teaspoonfuls of bacon fat and a few 
r [ dashes of cayenne. Place a spoonful 

- of the st tiffing on each slice, roll and 
i fasten with toothpicks for skewers. 

place the rolls In u buttered baking 
i dish, add a eupful of hot water und a 

- gpoenful of bueon fat ; baste occasion- 
a -illy and bake 45 minutes.

The blouse 
of georgette crepe shown In the pic- 
ture represents the most popular type.

In color, with outlined grape leaves aud 
clusters of small grapes.

So many preparations are under way 
for Halloween parties that there Is no 
doubt that a lot of merry-making is 
coming to pass this year upon the re- 
turn of tbe festival of "all saints’ day.” 
Tbe big shops are showing all sorts of 
grotesque, funny and pretty decora- 
tions, made of paper — in tbe way of 
adornments for house and table, and 
people are buying them freely. 

A gay party at home Is the best way 
to celebrate and Is evidently taking the 
place of pranks that lure the young- 
sters Into doing dangerous and dam- 
aging things on tbe outside. 

Yellow and black are the colors for 
Halloween decorations und. lanterns, 
candle shades, Jack-o’-lanterns, table 
nnd house garnlshlngs are all done In 
these colors, with yellow In a dark 
shade predominating. Plain crepe pa- 
per, In bolts und fringed strips, is used 
lor a great number of Halloween 
figures and there are muny printed 
papers containing figures In black as 
witches, ghosts, Jack-o’-lanterns nnd 
Innumerable black cats In all sixes. 
These nre cut out and pnsted against 
thin cardboard for place cards, cnndle 
shades, banners and wall decorations. 
They are used to dress tubles Instead 
of linen, nnd there are paper napkins 
In keeping. 

Instead of the usuul genuine pump- 
kin, jack-o'-lanterns ure nmde over a 
big wire frame of plain yellow paper 
und a face painted on with black and 
white water colors. Or the face may 
be cut from printed paper nnd pasted 
on the lantern. This Is suspended over 
the dining table nnd similar lanterns 
nre hung in other rooms or the hall. 
The fringed strips of paper are used 
for festoons and these paper decora- 
tions nre Improved If autumn lenves 
nre used with them. 


In the picture above there nre some 
clever tnble decorations. They are 
merely suggestions nnd do not Include 
cats, bats, ghosts nnd witches that 
may be bad in large or small sizes on 
tbe printed bolts of paper and used for 
lanterns, place cards, cnndle shades, 
etc. Tbe Jack-o'-lantern at tbe right 
of the picture is made of yellow and 
black crepe paper. His location In the 
scheme of things is in the center of 
the table where refreshments are to be 
served. Here he Is mounted on a low 
pasteboard box, either square or round, 
covered with crepe paper and contain- 
ing paper caps or small, mlrth-provok- 
lng souvenirs. These are distributed 
to the guests when they nre seated. 

Tlie lantern at the center Is nmde 
of printed crepe paper and Is to be 
used over electric lights. It Is adorned 
with short, narrow strips of crepe pa- 
per, each ending In a little ball of 
paper stuffed with cotton. Below the 
lanterns nre two place cards cut from 
printed paper, mounted on thin card- 
bourd nnd fastened to small disks of 
cnrdbonrd In which the gents’ names 
nre written. The last figure nt the 
left shows n candle shnile made of 
printed crepe paper mounted over a 
finme of wire or cnrdbonrd. 

There Is nothing formal nbout the 
Hnlloween party — It Is a frolic. 
Games and pastimes for the evening 
are to be planned uhend — the merrier 
tho better. Nothing suits the grown- 
up young people better than dancing 
nnd fortune telling nnd there are 
plenty of thrilling and romping games 
for the youngsters. It Is a paper fes- 
tival, and puper dishes, paper table 
furnishings and pnper decorntlons, 
make tilings eusy and Inexpensive for 
the hostess.

Air Liner With All Comfort*. 

Trade Commissioner 11. G. Brock, 
London, reports that upholstered urin- 
chairs on aluminum frames and a port- 
hole beside each seat are features of 
the newest type of airplane liner turn- 
ed out.

MOVE TO REVISE CALENDAR 

Advocates of Change Will Bring the 
Matter to Attention of League 
of Nations. 

One of the first projects to be laid 
before the League of Nations, when It 
gets ready for new business, Is one to 
revise the ealendur and ninke It uni- 
form throughout the world.

MANY USES FOR PATCHOULI 

Employed to Impart Distinctive Odor 
to Indian Shawl* — Highly Popu- 
lar Throughout India. 

A few years ago real Indian shawls 
bore extravagant prices, nnd purchas- 
ers distinguished them by their odor. 
In fact, they are perfumed with pat- 
chouli. The French manufacturers 
had for some time successfully Imi- 
tated the Indian fabric, but could not 
Impart the odor. At length they dis- 
covered the secret and began to Im- 
port this plant to perfume articles of 
their own make. From this origin the 
perfumers have brought It Into use. 

The powdered leaves nre put Into 
muslin bags to prevent cloth being at- 
tacked by moths. The leaf Is largely 
Imported by Mogul merchants. It Is 
used In India as an Ingredient In to- 
bacco for smoking nnd for scenting 
the hair of women, and the essential 
oil is in common use among the su- 
perior classes of natives for Imparl- 
ing the pecullur fragrance of the leaf 
to clothes. 

The Arab merchants buy It chiefly, 
employing It for stuffing mnttresses 
and pillows, asserting that It Is very 
efficacious In preventing contuglon and 
In prolonging life.

LAMINATED WOOD IS 
SUPERIOR FOR BATS 

Forest Service Is Making Most 
Interesting Experiments. 

Not Certain, However, That Clubs Will 

Satisfy Critical Demands of Pro- 
fessional Players — Some 
Broken in Trials. 

The present-day penchant of manu- 
facturers and others for substitutes 
threatens even those trusted baseball 
hats to which every big league hitter 
looks to perpetuate his fume. The for- 
est products laboratory of the forest 
service, United States department of 
agriculture, has recently been manu- 
facturing experimentally a number of 
laminated wood articles with the idea 
of utilizing small lumber stocks. Base- 
ball bats are among the articles which 
have been experimented on. In prac- 
tically every Instance the products 
made from this material have given 
ns good service ns those made In the 
regular way. Whether they would sat- 
isfy the critical demands of profes- 
sionals who inspect their white nsh 
clubs with zealous care, Is a matter 
ns yet undetermined. The fact re- 
mains, however, that the Initial suc- 
cess in the experiments cited seem to 
indicate that there Is a large field 
heretofore undeveloped In which lamin- 
ated wood can be used successfully.

It was orig- 
inated In 1007 by Miss Emily I*. Blssell, 
lof Wilmington, Delaware, who learned 
.through Jacob Ulls of somewhat slinl- 
llar seuls that were sold In Norway for 
Ithe purpose of raising funds with 
which to tight tuberculosis.

This year the seals are ugaln on 
jsale beginning Deeeruocv ". More 
'than lialf a billion seals have been 
printed for distribution to state und 
local agents. In addition to the 
seats “Health Bonds" In denomina- 
tions ranging from $5.00 to $100.00 
are to be sold In lieu of seals to 
large contributors, who do not send 
out a sufficient quantity of mall In 
December to make use of all the seals 
they would like to purchase. The 
combined quotas of all the state or- 
ganizations call for more than $0,500,- 

000 to carry out the Intensive educa- 
tional campaign being conddded by 
the National Tuberculosis Association 
and Its 1,000 affiliated societies.

The rtouble barred Red Cross is 
seventeen years old this mouth. In 
October, 11)02, the International Antl- 
Tubereulosls Association, then meeting 
In Berlin, adopted tire cross as the 
emblem of the world wide fight against 
tuberculosis. It was proposed by Dr. 
G. Serslron, of Paris. It is a com- 
bination of the Croix de Lorraine and 
the cross of the Greek Catholic 
church. Both crosses are symbolic of 
charity and help to humanity. Their 
combined features were selected and 
adopted a* the symbol of the hope of 
civilization. Four years later, In 1900, 
the double barred Red Cross was car- 
ried Into this country. It was In 1900, 
the National Tuberculosis Association 
was formed, and for the three Inter- 
vening years the cross has been car- 
ried over the United States by the 
National Tuberculosis Association and 
lta affiliated bodies, which now num- 
ber one thousand.
